Adopted Here 


In line with legislation recently 
passed at the last session of the 
Missouri General Assembly, the 
Sikeston Board of Education adopt­ 
ed a new policy in regard to im­ 
munization against children’s com­ 
municable diseases, at its monthly 
Board session last night 
Specifi­ 
cally, the policy will provide in 
September of the school year. 1962- 
63, that all first grade children 
must present evidence of immuni­ 
zation against polio, smallpox and 
diptheria. Heretofore, only immuni­ 
zation against smallpox was re­ 
quired, 
although 
parents 
were 
urged to immunize their children 
against all communicable diseases 
and most have done so. 
At its last session the Legislature 
passed a bill requiring immuniza­ 
tion of all school - age children 
against 
the 
diseases 
mentioned 
above and made it unlawful for 
any student to attend school for 
longer than one month unless im­ 
munized or unless the immuniza­ 
tion process was underw’av. This 
law also made it mandatary for 
all schools to maintain records of 
immunization 
and 
the 
Sikeston 
schools are currently compiling 
these records, although 
in most 
cases they were already being ac­ 
complished here. 
A study showing the probable 
growth of school population for 
the next ten year period was pre­ 
sented by Tony Statler, a member 
of the school staff. This projection, 
based on the normal 
population 
growth and school enrollment, indi­ 
cates that the number of children 
in school will grow steadily and

Condition critical,” Dr. Risse.* 
said. 
The three took time out for din­ 
ner. then the sisters cam e ba?k 
to the hospital and stayed. Rich­ 
ard Rayburn returned for a brief­ 
er oeriod. 
Word that Rayburn was worse 
swent swiftly through this little 
north Texas town. Cars parked 
near the hospital. People oeered 
at the dim light glowing through 
the drawn curtains of Rayburn’s 
first-floor room at the Risser Hos­ 
pital. 
The pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, the Rev. Jack Carson, 
spent neaxly an hour in the hos­ 
pital.

John M. Dalton blamed adminis­ 
trative failures today for his con­ 
flict with Dr. Addison M. Duval, 
who resigned Tuesday as director 
of mental diseases. 
Dalton said he thought the res­ 
ignation was a good thing and ex­ 
pressed hope a new director would 
be found to run the mental health 
program on a business-like basis. 
The governor said he hoped the 
Mental Health Commission could 
find a top flight psychiatrist fo r 
the director’s job, then hire a busi­ 
nessman to handle the adm inistra­ 
tive end. Under this system he 
predicted 
the 
10-year 
improve­ 
ment program developed during 
Duval’s term could be accelerated. 
Dalton held a news conference 
to comment on Duval’s resigna­ 
tion, which the doctor blamed on 
a studied effort by the governor 
to get his job. 
The governor said he had noth­ 
ing personal against Duval and in­ 
sisted politics was not involved in 
the long standing feud. He said he 
had tried repeatedly to get Duval 
to correct what he called admin­ 
istrative defects, but nothing was 
done. 
Asked what kind of defects he 
meant, the governor said he was 
talking about “people on the pay­ 
roll who were not working.” He 
said some came into the hospitals 
only occasionally but were on the 
payroll. He did not name them. 
At another point the governor 
said certain key doctors, including 
the director and the hospital su­ 
perintendents, should be barred 
from private practice, taking fees 
for consultations 
and 
gratuities 
for lectures. 
Duval said Tuesday he had told

Without stirring from his chair, 
save once a month on a Tuesday 
morning, he can stock his larder 
with flour, corn meal rice and 
butter, and even feed his family 
with fancier fare, including peanut 
butter, oatmeal, beans, eggs and 
meat. 
He hasn't struck oil; he’s just 
found a gusher in the federal sur­ 
plus food disposal program.

But not softer. 
Curran, the first of the nation’s

iabor characters 
that 
are still 
hanging around* his departm ent.” 
Furthermore, 
Curran 
coupled 
Bob Kennedy’s Dept, of Justice 
with the Dept, of Labor and then 
charged them with having ethicai 
standards “as low as those of any 
ambulance chasmg lawyer." 
But this was the lighter side of

The probers went down into the 
old vaults of the Amalgamated 
Bank (owned by the men’s cloth­ 
ing union1 where the NMU bal­ 
lots are kept. 
These were carefully examined. 


And as Curran put it, “We gave 
their investigators every coopera­ 
tion. We opened all records of 
our elections to them. Anybody 
in the Union they wanted to ques­ 
tion was available to them. We 
took them down into the vaults 
. where our old ballots are 
stored after they are counted by 
the Honest Ballot Assn. . . . Ev­ 
ery one of our officials were in­ 
vestigated right back into infancy 
. . . These are police state meth­ 
ods . . ." 
Finally the government decided 
to drop the case after the union 
agreed that it will not prepare 
ballots by number and not permit 
electioneering at polling places. 
Then 
the 
government 
said: 
"the union and its executive of­ 
ficers acted at all times during 
the 1960 election in good faith and 
said election was not fraudulently 
conducted.” The union conceded 
that 
the 
numbering 
of 
ballots 
made it possible to identify the 
voters. That ended the case but 
began what may become one of 
the biggest running stories of the 
next few years—affecting the re­ 
lationship between Goldberg (and 
therefore the administration) and 
m any union chiefs. 
His Labor Dept, now has the 
vital statistical reports of some 
52,000 unions in its files. These 
now are constantly checked out. 
Goldberg has gone into court to 
avoid a score of union elections. 
At the moment he has before him 
appeals from rank and file mem­ 
bers for action against unions as 
big as and including the million- 
member United Steelworkers of 
America.

By the 
end of 1961. it will have succeeded 
in putting only 15.000 new phones 
into operation, not even 50 percent 
of the PLAN . Somehow or other 
the P L A N N E R S have failed (as is 
so often the case with government 
planning, in Norway or in any 
country) to carry out their PLANS. 
For the country as a whole, the

that if the new plans are success­ 
ful the waiting list would then be 
reduced by 7.500 per year. 
This scandalous situation in Nor­ 
way is a classic example of the in­ 
efficacy of state control. Under 
genuine private enterprise, such as 
that under which our American 
telephone companies operate, with 
rare exceptions, a phone would be 
available to a Norwegian appli­ 
cant at a day’s notice 
Summing up, FA RM A N D nas 
this to say: "The fault, without 
doubt, lies in the so-called PLA N ­ 
N ED ECONOMY. The government 
has no objection to increased in­ 
comes; but it is determined to con­ 
trol what people spend their money 
on. When people ask for telephones 
the State replies that they must 
spend their money on something 
else. It is all tied up in the social­ 
istic desire to direct consumption, 
along lines determined by the bu­ 
reaucracy at the top.” 
That briefly is the story of what 
the P L A N N E R S have done to the

telephone 
business. 
Most certainly we want nothing of 
the sort here in America. The in­ 
vestor-owned telephone companies 
are giving us good service at a 
fair price, and each passing year 
witnesses an improvement in that 
service. 
Just place yourself in the posi­ 
tion of a Norwegian. You wish a 
telephone installed in your home. 
When you make application, some 
bureaucrat tells you that you can’t 
have one. that you must spend 
your money for something else. If 
that wouldn't make you fighting 
mad, you must be a “ Casper M il­ 
quetoast.” 
Let’s keep our telephone com­ 
panies as is, under government 
regulation—not operation. We want 
no bureaucrats tellings us on what 
we can spend our money, be it 
telephones or anything else.

socialization of that Scandinavian 
nation, and specifically its tele­ 
phone industry. 
To FARM AND , a weekly maga­ 
zine published at Oslo, Norway, we 
are indebted for the information 
and statistics which follow: 
It has taken a long while for the 
Norwegian government to swallow 
up all the private telephone com­ 
panies. but it has almost accom­ 
plished it. There are only three 
private exchanges, and a handful 
of private city phones left. Of the 
country’s total of 738,000 telephon­ 
es, only 35,000, or 5 percent, are 
now operated by private compan­ 
ies. 
Now. comes the question as to 
how the Norwegian people are far­ 
ing under this almost complete 
government monopoly of the na­ 
tion's telephones? Well, they aren’t 
doing so welL 
The latest figures released by 
the Telephone Department show 
44.000 applicants on the waiting 
list for telephones, but FARM AND 
states that the list is really longer. 
Some have been on the waiting 
list for a long spell. For instance, 
on the Oslo exchange alone, 873 on 
its waiting list as of December 31, 
1960, applied for telephone service 
in 1952. or earlier. This “ earlier” 
means that several applied as far 
back as 1940. 
FARM AN D says about this: “ In 
the 19’h Century it took only three 
years from the first patenting of 
the telephone in the United States 
to the opening of the first private 
telephone

Norway.

In Review, U.S. Leads 
U.S.S.R. in Science, Defense

WASHINGTON—<NEA)—With all the reports of Russia’* 50- 
meeaton bomb and Red achievements in space and in ocean­ 
ography, there is a need to put United States and Russian 


s c i e n c e and defense achievements in balance. 
US military scientists are now convinced Nikita Khrushchev 
is running a major bluff as to his armed might. Here is why 
they think so: 


RECENT ADJUSTMENTS in the Atlas intercontinental bal­ 
listic missile have put it ahead of the big Soviet ICBMs in 
accuracy, say military men. 
, 
. . . . . 
. 
Recent Soviet tests indicate the big Soviet birds cannot 
match this accuracy, Air Force officers report. 
The Pentagon experts attribute this to certain lacks in the 
Soviet guidance systems. Government scientists report Russia 
is still trying to lick the solid fuel problem on its big missiles. 


THE UNITED STATES HAS CONSIDERABLY MORE opera­ 
tional intercontinental missiles and many more intercontinental 
bombers than the Russians, reports coming to the government 
indicate 
Military analyses indicate the Russians have never 
been ahead of the U S. in ready-to-fire intercontinental missiles, 
despite the previous missile gap reports. 
Atomic Energy Commission Chairman Glenn Seaborg 
reports the U.S. \% ahead of the Soviets in atomic develop­ 
ment, despite the big series of Soviet tests. 
The U.S. has known how to make 50-megaton and 100-mcga- 
ton H-bombs for more than five years. With U.S. missile 
accuracy, these big bombs arc militarily uneconomical. With 
Soviet missile lack of accuracy they’re a necessity. 


FOR THE NEXT MAJOR DEVELOPMENT in atomic warfare, 
the key problem is to know more about the inside of the atom 
and the forces whieh hold that tiny heart of all m atter together. 
In this toside-thf-atom field, the American scientists are 
not only ahead, but possibly gaining on the Russians. 
Air Force scientists who have now analyzed carefully the 
characteristics of the new Russian military airplanes shown at 
this year’s big Soviet air show, say the Soviet planes were scien­ 
tifically well designed but that they are well behind U.S. 
¡developments. There is no indication the Reds are catching 
up here. 
Navy men who watched recent Russian naval reviews were 
unimpressed. They report that missile launcher mechanisms 
on Red missile ships are crude. They saw no innovations that 
would indicate the Soviets* surface fleet is gaining. 


DESPITE KHRUSHCHEV’S BOASTS, U.S. Navy men have 
seen no operational Russian atomic submarines. From othei 
evidence they believe the Reds are now in the process of test 
ing and trying such subs. 
. 
. 
. 
The Russians have made remarkable progress in chemi­ 
cal and biological warfare, studies of their scientific pub­ 
lications indicate. Army chemical men say there is no 
certainty whether the Reds are ahead of or behind the 
U.S. developments.

Is Am erica's drive against bru­ 
cellosis bogging down? 
The disease is now costing the 
nation's farm ers and ranchers be­ 
tween $25 million and $40 million 
per year At the last count, nearly 
half the states had not achieved 
the ‘ modified certified brucellosia 
free status.” 
And, even more 
startling, only two states were 
added to the list from December, 
1959 through March, 1961. 
To the individual dairy farm er 
living in an area where the disease 
is not under control, the cost erf 
brucellosis 
can 
be 
extremely 
heavy. It has caused a loss as high 
as 25 per cent through alteration 
of the norm al lactation periods, 
can result in a high abortion rate, 
and can cause temporary or even 
permanent infertility 
And brucellosis strike» swum, 
too, causing abortions, posterior 
paralysis, lam eness, swollen joint* 
and infertility. 


Brucellosia Is now causing 125 
million to $40 million annual loan 
to America’s cattle and swino 
owners 


One of the most baffling things 
to the farm er is that brucellosia 
can look like several other dis­ 
eases w h i c h c a u s e a b o r t i o n » 
in cattle or swine It also resem ­ 
bles several diseases which cause 
infe r t ility and which cause swol­ 
len joints in swine So. if any of 
these problems arise in a herd, 
the first step should be a diagno­ 
sis by a veterinarian 
to de­ 
termine exactly which disease is 
causing trouble and so the right 
protective m easures can be taken. 
For farm ers interested m clean­ 
ing up brucellosis, the best thing 
is to get behind an "area control” 
program Under this plan, farm ­ 
ers in an area unite to clean up 
the disease Veterinarians make 
periodic tests of cattle, and those 
cattle which react are weeded out 
until the herds are clean. This 
plan, coupled with ralfhood vac­ 
cination. is giving excellent re­ 
sults 
It is a good idea to have a fol­ 
low-up program , too. This m eans 
rechecking the cattle periodically. 
It aLso m eans blood-testing re- 
placement cattle, and blood-te»5» 
ing swine.

Will Rogers used to twirl that 
lariat back in the halcyon days of 
Flo Ziegfield while he drawled his 
inimitable philosophy. He inyaiiab­ 
ly opened with “ All 1 know is what 
I read in the papers.” Actually, 
most of us would know a lot mor e 
if we real I v read the papers — 
plural. Enough such sources laid 
end-to-end will tell you just about 
everything you’d know if you were 
cleared for "top secret.” 
Bv this means we could e\cn 
know Communism, not only in the 
many hot spots over the globe, but 
in 
the 
comfortable 
old 
U.S A. 
where subversion of one sort or 
another deserves the acquaintance 
of all who are old enough to read 
and write. Instead, we breathe hot 
and cold. Just now we are having 
more spasms over th latest Soviet 
space propaganda. I've a favorite 
cartoonist, one Lichty, who draw’s 
"Grin and Bear It." Our rapport, 
1 guess, derives from like tastes 
in Marxism giddy preoccupation 
with the memory of old Karl, that 
unwashed misanthrope. 
Anyhow. Lichty has splashed one 
on paper that in vivid degree ix»r- 
trays ht elerror struck in 
the 
hearts of us Americans. The artist 
treats us to a gathering of top- 
drawer Soviet "scientists” whose 
presiding genius suggests that after 
“ Cosmonaut” Gagarin the next big 
project should be "preparing to put | 
the earth into orbit around one of 
our sputniks” . The group could 
in the vein of former counterspy 
Matt Cvetic — be some of those 
kidnapped World War II German 
scientists, lassoed and hogtied and 
all studying the latest secrets lift­ 
ed from U.S. files by the army of 
Red snoopers. But any way you 
look at it, our daylight saving pro 
blems would really be compound­ 
ed if we went for those two-ton 
Tony Sputniks that jitter Congress 
into calling our space geniuses on 
the mat for another of those per­ 
iodic dress ing-downs. 
Well. I was just thinking of all 
lh« things that ought to be dis­ 
cussed if I weren’t about to go on 
the loose again, around and out­ 
side the continental United states 
— now for the sixth time in the 
Mediterranean. There are so many 
momentous things about which to 
write.

Point, Eisenhower was protected from all the normal haz­ 
ards of freedom, including looking for work. 
“He has yet to know the people of the United States,” said 
Sandburg at a news conference at the library of Con­ 
gress where he viewed and formally opened the library’s 
new* Civil War centennial exhibit. 
Sandburg said the exhibit was the best he had seen. But 
he added that he wasn’t as much interested in the Civil War 
at the moment as in the effect of Russia’s big bomb.

fool. As a matter if fact, he shows 
a great deal of intelligence as he 
reaches a conclusion that folks 
around Corsicanna ain’t going to 
get their cotton hoed this year 
The Corsicana cotton picker ain't 
going to hoe because there ain't 
no need to. 
Without stirring from his chair, 
save once a month on a Tuesday 
morning, he can stock his larder 
with flour, corn meal rice and 
butter, and even feed his family 
with fancier fare, including peanut 
butter, oatmeal, beans, eggs and 
meat. 
lie hasn't struck oil; he's just 
found a gusher in the federal sur­ 
plus food disposal program. 
No longer is the man with the 
hoe bent with burdens; they have 
been transferred to others who 
must pay taxes to provide him with 
his pork and beans. 
And for the life of us. we can’t 
avoid a certain admiration for him 
and the others like him, who have 
abandoned employment in favor of 
sitting and rocking.

Cardinal Cushing of Boston, a 
close friend of Kennedy’s, may 
emerge as No I prelate of the 
United States. 
Cushing has been seething si­ 
lently over the blunt manner in

Spellman,

considered the No. I prelate, and 
hi* friend Archbishop Karl J, Al­ 
ter of Cincinnati, put the church 
into polices 
by 
threatening to 
block the entire Kennedy aid-to- 
education 
program 
if 
Catholic 
schools were not included 
The Boston cardinal has been 
on record ever since 1946 that if 
federal aid was offered, his paro­ 
chial schools would not take it 
because it would compromise the 
freedom 
of

teaching. 
Joseph Cardinal Ritter of St. 
Louis was also displeased with 
the 
Spellman-Alter 
p o s i t i o n 
against federal aid to education 
and in a public statement stopped 
short of repudiating it. Cardinal 
McIntyre in Los Angeles was also 
unhappy. 
With three of tile five Cardinals 
obviously entertaining misgivings 
m er Archbishop Alter’s statement 
of March 3, the question has 
arisen as to just where Cathole 
leaders do stand. 
Where They Really Stand 
Sources close to the bishops ex­ 
plain that actually there was no 
unanimity when they met at the 
National Catholic Welfare confer-, 
erne headquarters last spring.

Under 
genuine private enterprise, such as I 
that under which oui- Am erican 
telephone com panies operate, with I 
rare exceptions, a phone would be 
available to a Norwegian appli­ 
cant at a day’s notice 
Summing up. 
FARMAND nas 
this to say; 
‘The fault, without 
doqbt, lies in the so-called P A N ­ 
NED ECONOMY. The governm ent 
has no objection to increased in­ 
com es; but it is determ ined to con­ 
trol what people spend their money 
on. When people ask for telephones 
the State replies that they m ust 
spend their money on something 
else. It is all tied up in the social­ 
istic desire to direct consumption, 
along lines determ ined by the bu­ 
reaucracy a t the top." 
That briefly is the story of what

If 
that wouldn’t m ake you fighting 
m ad, you m ust be a "C asper Mil­ 
quetoast.” 
Let's keep our telephone com­ 
panies as is, under governm ent 
regulation—not operation. We want 
no bureaucrats tellings us on what 
we can spend our money, be it 
telephones or anything else.

Now. com es the question as to 
how the Norwegian people are far­ 
m s under this alm ost com plete 
governm ent monopoly of the na­ 
tion’s telephones? Well, they are n ’t 
doing so w elt 
The latest figures released by 
the Telephone D epartm ent show 
44.000 applicants on the waiting 
list for telephones, but FARMAND 
states th a t the list is really longer. 
Some have been on the w aiting 
list for a long spell. For instance. 
on the Oslo exchange alone, 873 on 
its waiting list as of D ecem ber 31, 
1960. applied for telephone service 
in 1952, or earlier. This "e a rlie r” 
m eans that several applied as far 
back as 1940.

M. A. I. D. was conceived as an 
alliance among nine Mid-Western 
states adjoining each other in the 
nation’s heartland, to use their 
combined influence both jmlitical 
anc! economic, to bring about a 
greater share of federal benefit* 
(such as military installations and 
defense contracts) for all 
the 
states involved and to join in reg­ 
ional promotion to industry 
in 
search of sites; Nebraska, Iowa, 
Illinois 
Kansas. 
Oklahoma. 
A r 
kansas Tennessee and Kentucky 
are to be asked to join in the as­ 
sociation. 
This doe* not indicate any les­ 
sening in Missouri’s own direct 
promotion of industry and encour­ 
aging tourism. Under Walter A. 
Bower* the new director, Commem 
ce 
and 
Industrial 
Development 
plans to put new vigor Into these 
existing program*. 
The amendment to be voted upon 
next March ties in closely with in­ 
dustrial and economic progress be­ 
cause Industries are disinclined to 
locate in states and communities 
that permit themselves to fall be­ 
hind the times —* and better sheets 
better road* and better highways 
ar# sorely needed tn our state. 
This proposal has been common­ 
ly called the gas-tax amendment, 
but this is something of a misnom­ 
er.

about it. It could. Apparently it 
was a minor problem. What was 
done? 
In just ll years Southvvestem’s 
35 miles of lines were stretched to 
593 in the county, and their valua­ 
tion Increased from $167,853 to tne 
present $3,074,716.

WASHINGTON—(NEAP—With all the reports of Russia’* 50- 
megaton bomb and Red achievements in space and in ocean­ 
ography. there is a need to put United States and Russian 
science and defense achievements in balance

U S military scientists are now convinced Nikita Khrushchev 
is running a major bluff as to his armed might. Here is why 
they think so: 


RECENT ADJUSTMENTS in the Atlas intercontinental bal­ 
listic missile have put it ahead of the big Soviet ICBM* in 
accuracy, say military men. 
, 
Recent Soviet tests indicate the big Soviet birds cannot 
match this accuracy. Air Force officers report. 
The Pentagon experts attribute this to certain lacks in the 
Soviet guidance systems. Government scientists report Russia; 
is still trying to lick the solid fuel problem on its big missiles. 


THE UNITED STATES HAS CONSIDERABLY MORE opera­ 
tional intercontinental missiles and many more intercontinental 
bombers than the Russians, reports coming to the government 
indicate. Military analyses indicate the Russians have never 
been ahead of the U S. in ready-to-fire intercontinental missiles, 
despite the previous missile gap reports.

Atomic Energy Commission Chairman Glenn Seaborg 
I 
reports the U.S. is ahead of the Soviets in atomic develop­ 
ment. despite the big series of .Soviet tests. 
The U.S. has known how to make 50-megaton and 100-mega­ 
ton H-bombs for more than five years. With U S. missile 
accuracy, these big bombs are militarily uneconomical. With 
Soviet missile lack of accuracy they’re a necessity.

FOR THE NEXT MAJOR DEVELOPMENT in atomic warfare, 
the key problem is to know more about the inside of the atom 
and the forces which hold that tiny heart of all matter together. 
In this inside the-atom field, the American scientists are 
not only ahead, but possibly gaining on the Russians. 
Air Force scientists who have now analyzed carefully the 
characteristics of the new Russian military airplanes shown at 
this year’s big Soviet air show, say the Soviet planes were scien­ 
tifically well designed but that they are well behind U.S. 
developments. There is no indication the Reds are catching 
up here. 
Navy men who watched recent Russian naval reviews were 
unimpressed. They report that missile launcher mechanisms 
on Red missile ships are crude. They saw no innovations that 
would indicate the Soviets* surface fleet is gaining. 


DESPITE KHRUSHCHEV’S BOASTS, U.S. Navy men have 
seen no operational Russian atomic submarines. From othei 
evidence they believe the Reds are now in the process of test 
ing and trying such subs. 
The Russians have made remarkable progress In chemi­ 
cal and biological warfare, studies of their scientific pub­ 
lications indicate. Army chemical men say there is no 
certainty whether the Reds are ahead of or behind the 
U.S. developments.

The group could — 
in the vein of form er counterspy 
M att Cvetic — be some of those 
kidnapped World War II G erm an 
scientists, lassoed and hogtied ana 
ail studying the latest secrets lift­ 
ed from U.S. files by the arm y of 
Red snoopers. But any way you 
look at it, our daylight saving pro 
blems would really be compound­ 
ed if we went for those two-ton 
Tony Sputniks that jitter Congress 
into calling our space geniuses on 
the m at for another of those per­ 
iodic dressing-downs.
